For USM, Mark 
always keeps a couple issues ahead and Brian’s 
got scripts finished through the next story arc (with 
detailed plans even further). Some story ideas 
have been floating around since issue one, and 
other ideas are spur-of-the-moment. 


It’s always tricky to keep the world coherent 
between different series without ruining every 
comic’s regular stories. We do our best, but 
sometimes things can get confusing. 


| think the most obvious example would be the 
current arc in Ultimates 2—clearly this story has 
massive ramifications, and we don’t plan to ignore 
that...but we also don’t want to compromise the 
Stories in the other Ultimate books by forcing them 
to take place while America is under siege...and 
we don’t want to have those series take place after 
Ultimates 2, thereby showing how it ends...so, for 
the time being, Ultimates 2 is taking place slightly 
in the future. We'll catch up, and everything will 
even out eventually. It’s like that with every arc 
of every series, and we make strenuous efforts to 
keep everything logical... 


Maybe it would be worth printing a timeline of 
recent Ultimate history? What do you guys (and 
girls) think?
